NEW CABINET! 


Acts to ‘Meet Modern 
Needs’—Cuts Repre- 
sentation of Falange 
Party. 


MADRID, Feb. 26 (‘(AP)— 
‘Gen. Francisco Franco an- 
nounced last night a complete 
reorganization of his govern- 
ment to “meet modern needs” 
and reduced the strength of the 
Falange party in the cabinet. 

The Generalissimo loaded his 
new government with young 
men and new faces. He was re- 
ported to have told the cabinet 
he dismissed Friday night that 
was what the country wanted. 
He was reported to have said 
the people are tired of the same 
old faces. 

Falange representation in the 
cabinet was reduced from six 
ministers in the previous gov- 


ernment to three 
Falangist trade unionists who 
have been striving to separate 
the syndicates from the party. 

The new government was 
Franco’s answer to increasing 
unrest and political strife in the 
country and inflation in the 
Spanish economy. 

The cabinet is set on a much 
wider base than previous cab- 
inets. It is composed of eight 
Monarchists, the same number 
as before; three Falangists, two 
Syndicalists, two Independents, 
two technicians without known 
political connections, and one 
representative of the Opus Dei 
branch of Catholic Action, the 
leading Roman Catholic organi- 
zation for laymen. 


Catholic Party Rising. 


This was the first time that 
Opus Dei, rising in strength for 
the last five years, succeeded 
in placing a minister in the cab- 
inet. The previous government, 
formed July 19, 1951, was com- 
posed of eight Monarchists, six 
Falangists and two independents 

The new cabinet was~ in- 
creased by two ministers, one 
without portfolio for economic 
co-ordination and one for nat- 
ional housing, bringing the to- 
tal to 19 with Franco.

500, Clamoring for Arms to Fight Israelis,

CAIRO, Feb. 26 (AP)-—Five | 
persons were killed today when 
about 500 Palestinian Arab .sol- 
diers, clamoring for arms, at- 
tacked an Egyptian police sta- 
tion in the suburb of Maadi. 

Police clamped secrecy on the 
incident, even refusing to admit 
any trouble had occurred. 

Eyewitnesses said at least five 
were killed, several wounded 
and more ‘than 20 arrested. 
Reliable sources said the at- 
tackers came from an Egyptian 
army tent camp in the desert 
near the suburb. 


A number of Palestinian 
Arabs, refugees from Palestine 
since the Palestine war in 1948, 
fought as units in the Egyptian 
army last October and Novem- 
ber. Many were taken pris- 
oner by the Israelis and handed 
back to the Egyptians through 


a prisoner exchange last month. 


They are reported to have been 
embittered by their defeat and 
to have demanded arms and an 
opportunity to fight the Israelis 
again. 

Residents of Maadi, which is 
the residence of many Amesi- 
eans, said these Palestinians 
have been troublesome recently, 
annoying civilians in the streets 
and shouting slogans against 
President Nasser of Egypt. 

The American embassy sent 
a miiltary attache to the scene 
to investigate. There were ru- 
mors of a similar disturbance 
at nearby Heliopolis. American 
residents in Maadi and Heli- 
opolis, who work in Cairo, re- 
ceived telephone messages from 
servants at their homes advis- 
ing them not to return home 
for lunch because “the streets 
are filled with soldiers and we 
have heard Palestinians have 
attacked the police station.”

VALETTA, Malta, Feb. 26 
(UP)—Adm., Charles R. Brown, 
commander of the American 
Sixth Fleet, said today his ships 
would be forced to abandon the 
Mediterranean if a Russian sub- 
marine attack threatened his 
Atlantic lifeline.

Safety Problem 


Said to Be in Varied Approaches

NEW YORK. Feb. 26 (UP)—| Federal Highway Administrator 


America’s highway safety prob- 
lem is a hydra-headed monster 
that cannot be destroyed by at- 
tacking only one or two heads. 

That is the opinion of safety 
experts representing every auto- 
motive field from the industry 
itself to motoring organizations 
and research groups. 

Here is the summary of their 
views on what has to be done 
to curb the nation’s mushroom- 
ing traffic, deaths: 


AUTOMOTIVE DESIGN 


Detroit has been widely criti- 
cized for concentrating on 
power and speed instead of on 
safer cars. 

American automobiles, say 
the critics, are over-powered, 
under-braked- and incapable of 
protecting their occupants be- 
cause of poorly designed inte- 
riors and styling that has cut 
down their steel structure to 
the point of being flimsy. 

The industry itself vigorous- 
ly denies this and insists its 
products are vastly improved 
over cars of 10 years ago in 
handling, reliability and over- 


all safety. } 
The industry took a giant 
step in the safety field last 


year and again this year by 
adopting safety door locks, re- 
cessed steering wheels, padded 
instrument panels and safety 
belts. 

All experts agree there is 
much research to be done in 
designing a completely safe car, 
particularly on the automobile’s 
“outer-shell.” The modern car 
still has too many vulnerable 
points, they say, such as the 
door where only a thin sheet 
of steel] stands between occu- 
pants and forces of impact. 

Better brakes is one of the 
industry's top goals, as cars in- 
crease in both weight and per- 
formance. Nearly every manu- 
facturer is working on systems 
for overcoming

DRIVER EDUCATION 
Approximately 2,000,000 


Americans reach driving age | 


every year. Yet only one out 
of every four high schools of- 
fers what safety experts con- 
sider a complete driver educa- 
tion course, including behind- 
the-wheel instruction. 

Adult education is more diffi- 
cult. Most safety authorities 
believe hard-hitting propaganda 
is the best way to reach “old 
dogs who think they can’t learn 
new tricks.” 

More drastic driving tests is 
one recommendation made by 
safety officials. Tests are rough 
in states like New York and 
California, but many states lit- 
erally sell licenses to applicants 
without much testing. 

Many authorities also are call- 
ing for re-examination of two 
groups of drivers —those who 
keep getting involved in acci- 
dents, and elderly people who, 
without knowing it, may no 
longer be able to operate a car 
in modern traffic. 


DRINKING 

Surveys vary in their esti- 
mates of how many accidents 
are caused by alcohol, but a 
driver affected by alcohol is 
more likely to have an accident. 

The most frequently - quoted 
figure is that one out of every 
five fatal accidents involves 
drinking. Whether that is high 
or low, authorities agree the

One gets the feeling that the 
best elements in Cuban life— 
the unspoiled youth, the honest 
business man, the politician of 
integrity, the patriotic army of- 
ficer—are getting together to 
assume power.

The Amos QOuster 


If ever a Governor of Missouri had cause to 

’ fire a subordinate official Goy. Blair had that 

cause when he found out the attitude toward 

nursing home safety inspection of Dr. James R. 

Amos of Jefferson City, State Health Division 
Director. 

The Governor first arranged with legislative 
leaders to appropriate $50,000 additional funds 
for inspection of nursing homes. Then he con- 
ferred with Dr. Amos to see about prompt and 
effective use of the funds on an emergency basis. 


That conference confirmed what a good many 
Missourians have suspected for more than 
a week, namely, that no little of the responsi- 
bility for the nursing home situation in Missouri 
rests squarely on State officials. 

When Gov. Blair proposed that Dr. Amos re- 
ceive and make use of the additional funds, the 
official, according to Gov. Blair, actually said 
he did not know where he would put the money. 
Dr. Amos thought, so the Governor reports, 
that maybe it could go into the Bureau of Food 
and Drugs! 

The astonished Governor persisted in saying 
that the Health Division aught to welcome funds 
to employ more inspectors, only to have Dr. 
Amos say that the division has had more funds 
than it had use for in the past for nursing home 
inspection. 

No wonder Gov. Blair removed Dr. Amos on 
the spot. To have kept him any longer would 
have been to share Dr. Amos’s own seeming un- 
concern about nursing home inspection. 

To make matters worse, when the Governor 
asked Dr. Amos to attend a press conference 
and to make his own explanations to the people 
of Missouri through their news correspondents, 
the official refused. Dr. Amos has the right 
not to meet the press on this issue, but if he 
does so he foregoes the opportunity to state his 
side of the case to the public. When he does 
not give his side, he makes it hard for citizens 
to come to any other conclusion than that he is 
unwilling to give an accounting to the people 
on public business. 

This goes far to bear out State Representative 
A. Clifford Jones's statement that Dr. Amos was 
opposed to legislation for higher safety stand- 
ards. It casts a new light on Dr. Amos’s own 
remark that he did not think the nursing home 
industry was ready for stiffer standards. 

No wonder Dr. Amos did not ask the Legisla- 
ture for more funds. He did not want any more 
for nursing home inspection. 

Admittedly the salaries for such work, includ- 
ing Dr. Amos’s own post, are not high enough. 
But that is no excuse for a responsible official 
to sit at his desk and keep mum when warnings 
and protests to the public are in order. 

The official who does not even try is no offi- 
cial at all. Actually it is worse to have such a 
man in office than to have the post vacant. 

We wish Gov. Blair all success in getting a 
qualified, willing, determined man to direct the 
Division of Health. Here is a chance for public 
that ought to appeal to many able 
Missourians. 
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Some Quids for the Quo 

Senator Douglas of Illinois has introduced an 
amendment to the Middle East resolution which, 
though it goes too far, appears to have a good 
deal of essential merit.

neighbors; and (3) failing agreement in negotia- 
tions, to submit these controversies to arbitra- 
tion, and (4) in the case of military aid, not to 
use it for anything except self-defense within 
its own borders, without the consent of the 
United States. 

The first and third conditions probably go too 
far. The United States cannot very well ask 
Middle Eastern nations to give commitments 
which. it would not give itself, and our govern- 
ment would be unlikely to accept such as these. 
That is not because it favors aggression or op- 
poses arbitration, but because “aggression” is a 
word of indefinite meaning and arbitration is 
not always appropriate or possible in political 
disputes where a meeting of minds is essential 
to a settlement. 

Senator Douglas’s second and fourth conditions, 
however, seem reasonable. If a Middle Eastern 
nation will not negotiate disputes which threat- 
en world peace, how can it rightly claim assist- 
ance which is designed to preserve world peace? 
If it will not promise to use military aid only 
for self-defense, how can such aid be justified? 

No doybt the Senate will be disinclined to 
accept amendments to the resolution not spon- 
sored by the committees which studied the 
question in detail, but the idea of trying to en- 
courage negotiation of disputes and peaceful be- 
havior in the Middle East deserves a hearing. 
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A Friend of the Eye-Bank 


Mrs. Franklin D, Roosevelt has willed her 
eyes to the Eye-Bank for Sight Restoration. That 
is indeed a worthy contribution but the widow 
of the late President has done even more than 
give what she could. Well known as she is for 
her role in public affairs and for her interest in 
philanthropy, her action is sure to attract wide 
attention. Many persons who have never heard 
of how eyes may be left behind for corneal 
transplants will learn about it through Mrs. 
Roosevelt's action. Thus her donation will be 
multiplied many times. 
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A Trojan Horse for the Arabs 

As the Arab “Big Four”’—King Saud of Saudi 
Arabia, President Nasser of Egypt, Premier Ku- 
watly of Syria and King Hussein of Jordan— 
met in Cairo, President Eisenhower made a ra- 
dio speech which went out in 43 languages but 
which was meant especially for these men. 

The President said that overnight Commu- 
nism “could smash all the hard-won accomplish- 
ments” of the Middle East. To Westerners this 
may seem a truism hardly worth repeating. And 
an oil king like Saud should be equally aware 
of it. The hard fact, however, is that some of 
the Arab chiefs are carrying on a dangerous 
flirtation with the Red bloc. For the sake of 
tanks, planes and some technical aid, they are 
opening their countries to Communist infiltra- 
tion. Egypt may be taking the longest chances. 
But the difference between Egypt and, say, Sy- 
ria, is only one of degree. 

Arab foreign policy has been described as 
“positive neutralism,.” which is but a genteel 
way of saying that the Middle Eastern states are 
inclined to exploit their situation for the sake 
of help from both sides of the ‘international 
ideological divide. Perhaps absolute monarchs 
and virtual dictators who devote hardly any of 
their revenues to the welfare of their neglected 
people—some in abject slavery—may feel se- 
cure against revolutionary propaganda. If so, 
they should think about Mr. Fisenhower's warn- 
ing. The Arabs at Cairo do not feel obligated to 


publish their decisions as Western leaders would. 
But these may only be tentative since they 
might be reshaped by the outcome of the Israeli 
issue in the U.N., the question of how a re- 
opened Suez canal shall be operated, and the 
whole complex of Middle Eastern difficulties. 
Especially in view of the West's need of Arabian 
oil, the situation is a delicate one for Washing- 
ton. Fortunately, no single Cairo meeting is 
likely to be conclusive. 

Meanwhile the President said all that reason- 
ably could be expected of him. »He promised 
friendship and help. More importantly, he 
warned the Arabs that they are in danger of 
taking in a bigger wooden horse than the one 
which meant the end of Troy. 
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Partisan Outcry Against Mr. Bruce 

It is most unfortunate that President Eisen- 
hower's latest group of diplomatic appointments 
should be greeted by a partisan outcry from 
the Republican side of the Senate. 

As expressed by Senator Aiken, who said his 
colleagues were “incensed,” the opposition 
centers on the President’s nomination of David 
K. E. Bruce to be Ambassador to the Republic 
of Germany. The complaint is that Mr. Bruce 
is a Democrat who gave $1000 to party organ- 
izations last year. 

The Vermont Senator, a high-ranking Repub- 
lican member of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, says: “They ask us to defend Secretary 
Dulles and the President when they are crit- 
icized by Democrats. But every time there is 
an important job to be filled, they give it to 
a Democrat.” 

This protest is preposterous. For virtually 
the whole of President Eisenhower’s first four- 
year term, there was only one man classed as 
a Democrat in top posts of the diplomatic serv- 
ice. This was Mr. Bruce, a career man who had 
risen to be Ambassador to France in the Tru- 
man Administration. Under President Eisen- 
hower he was kept in service, as an observer 
at the European Defense Community and as a 
representative at the European High Authority 
for Coal and Steel. Recently he has been a 
presidential consultant on foreign intelligence. 

Not until the end of the first Eisenhower 
term and the retirement of Walter F. George 
of Georgia from the Senate and James P. 
Richards of South Carolina from the House 
were any other Democrats given recognition 
in foreign affairs by President Eisenhower. 

By contrast in the Roosevelt and Truman 
administrations, Republicans were called to im- 
portant posts. These included Henry L. Stim- 
son, Frank Knox and Robert M. Lovett in the 
Cabinet and John Foster Dulles and others in 
positions of fesponsibility in the State Depart- 
ment. Indeed Secretary Dulles’s reputation as 
a negotiator was made under Harry S. Truman. 

If the G.O.P thinks Mr. Bruce unqualified, 
then it should say so. 


Poor Time for a Toll Road 


Just when toll road fever seems to have died 
out because of the big federal highway pro- 
gram, the Missouri Senate has received a bill to 
permit turnpikes in this state. The bill would 
give the State Highway Commission authority 
to build and operate toll roads and to finance 
them with revenue bonds. 

One of the sponsors, Senator Floyd R. Gibson 
of Independence, explains that he has always 
been neutral about toll roads, but he believes 
one might be built from Kansas City toward 
Chicago. That is the reason for the bill. The 
federal interstate highway program does not 
propose a route between those cities. 

While Senator Gibson says this is the only 
feasible route for a turnpike in Missouri, we 
suspect it would not prove particularly feasible. 
The potential Chicago-Kansas City traffic is un- 
known. Before a Missouri turnpike could hope 
to be profitable, lowa and Illinois would have 
to co-operate by building their links in it, and 
they have no plans to do so. 

Beyond that, turnpike bonds are no longer 
enjoying a seller's market. Recently the Kansas 
Turnpike Authority found that, in order to build 
a 4.2-mile connection through Kansas City, Kan., 
to the Missouri river bridge, the state would be 
expected to guarantee the $2,600,000 bond issue 
in toto. This was a shock to the State of Kansas, 
and Missouri would hardly wish to pledge its 
public highway funds to support private bonds 
for a turnpike. As Senator Gibson admitted, 
the turapike.movement in Missouri is “prob- 
ably dead.”

Needed: New Kind of Marshall Plan

Underdeveloped countries now must be aided economically as 
Europe was, says ex-director of plan; same outcry raised now as 
then, but that investment repaid itself many times; our depend- 
ence in raw materials and export markets makes it worth while.

Nine years ago this spring our coun- 
try launched upon an adventure which 
had no precedent in the history of di- 
plomacy—to stimulate with our re- 
sources the reconstruction of war-torn 
Europe in a giant program known as 
the Marshall Plan. 

At that time the air was full of the 
chantings, the moanings and appeals of 
two groups of people. There were 
those who wailed that we were em- 
barking on “Operation Rathole,” a give- 
away program that 
would wreck our 
country. Others in- 
sisted that this new 
program was Aa 
cure-all not only 
for the countries in 
distress, but for all 
the ills and ten- 
sions of mankind. 

Today, nine years 
later, our Govern- 
ment ‘is seriously 
considering once 
more a massive hew 
effort, this time in 
those simmering 
areas where, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has said, “one third of 
all mankind has entered upon a his- 
toric struggle for a new freedom: free- 
dom from grinding poverty.” And once 
more the same sound and fury fills our 
journals, the same strange and unwar- 
ranted predictions are debated with 
the same hot tempers.

Facts of the Aid Programs 


All this strikes me as strange. Why 
not look at the record and get the facts? 


In the last decade we have spent 
more than 50 billion dollars on overseas 
aid programs. These programs range 
from relief to reconstruction, from eco- 
nomic development to military support. 
With all this experience, foreign aid is 
no longer an uncharted sea. 

It is useful to recall and recognize 
two salient facts in the current phase 
of our foreign aid. 

First, that now and for a long time 
past the overwhelming portion of our 
aid has gone for military purposes. In 
the 1957 Mutual Security Program, out 
of a total of $3,776,570,000, only $350,- 
000,0000 (about one tenth) went for eco- 
nomic development. 

Secondly, that programs for the ben- 
efit of that “one third of mankind” of 
which President Eisenhower spoke are 
far and away the least in terms of ex- 
penditure. That this minor portion of 
our aid is the program under sharp- 
est attack only demonstrates how much 
easier it always is to appropriate bil- 
lions for guns than millions for peace. 

Fortunately, programs in the field of 
economic development have been given 
especially intensive study by a large 
‘number of competent private individ- 
uals, groups and organizations. 


New Nations and Their Problems 


The most striking thing about all 
these studies is the unanimity of their 
conclusions on three basic points: 


(1) The need and desirability of an 
adequate and effective program of as- 
sistance for the underdeveloped coun- 
tries; (2) the principles which should 
govern the administration of aid pro- 
grams, and (3) the financial range of 
an adequate program. | 

Of the 900,000,000 people living in 
the underdevelopd areas, some 750,000,- 
000 live in 18 nations which have won 
their independence during or since 
World War II. 

It is possible that some of these new 
nations, with all their problems, can 
survive as sovereign democratic states 
through their own efforts, but for most 
of them outside help is essential. 

We have a perfect right to ask our- 
selves whether the fate of these new 
nations and of other underdeveloped 
countries is of great consequence to us. 
It is the almost unanimous view of the 
experts that it is. The reasons they ad- 
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vance are persuasive. To begin with, 
our economy has made us dependent 
on the world for many raw materials. 
Three fourths of the strategic goods we 
are stockpiling come from underdevel- 
oped areas, including many in Asia. 

Moreover, the underdeveloped coun- 
tries offer the largest :potential con- 
sumer’s market in the world. They are 
spending twice as much on our goods 
as they did at the end of World War II 
and five times as much as in 1938. As 
they develop, so will their purchasing 
power and our exports. 


Grants Needed More Than Loans 


Finally, our political and strategic in- 
terest in these areas is of even more 
vital concern. If these countries are 
forced to rely on the Soviet Union for 
aid and are gradually sucked into the 
role of satellites, we face all the dan- 
gers inherent in a shrinking free world. 
As the President said, “No nation can 
longer be a fortress, lone and strong 
and safe. And any people, seeking such 
shelter for themselves, can now build 
only their own prison.” 

For most underdeveloped countries 
we need something which no existing 
program offers. Therefore, an impor- 
tant share of aid for economic develop- 
ment must go in grant aid rather than 
in repayable loans. We—and other 
contributing countries—must not ex- 
pect all our money back, any more than 
we did under the Marshall Plan. 

How much would an adequate pro- 
gram of financing basic facilities and 
providing technical assistance for all 
these nations cost? 

Most estimates generally agree that 
the absolute maximum these countries 
could usefully absorb in new capital is 
between two and one-half and three 
and one-half billion dollars a year. 

Of this total, it is estimated that 
the United States share in a global ef- 
fort to enact this program could be as 
little as one billion dollars or as much 
as two billion dollars a year. Summing 
up, over a four-year period the United 
States might have to face a maximum 
total outlay of eight billion dollars, 
largely in grants and agricultural sur- 
plus donations. 


Program Worth Its Cost? 


Would this program be worth its 
cost to the United States? 

Without the gift of prophecy, the 
best answer I can give to both these 
questions stems from experience with 
the Marshall Plan. 

The 13 billion dollars we spent in 
Europe turned out to be an investment 
which saved many times that sum. 

If Europe had come under Kremlin 
domination a decade ago—an entirely 
probable disaster without our aid—our 
national defense costs would have 
swollen astronomically. 

Since the beginning of the Marshall 
Plan this additional defense exertion 
might have claimed between 50 and 100 
billion dollars of our resources. 

That 13 billion dollars we invested 
has brought us another kind of return 
by way of a substantial volume of 
trade from the Europeans who always 
have been and still are good customers 


and factories. 
Based on experience, we have 
a pretty idea what it would cost

Product of Three Women 


THE PHILADELPHIAN, by Rieherd 
Powell. (Seribners, 376 pgs., $3.95.) 


Tony Lawrence was the fruit of three 
lives, his mother, his grandmother, his 
great-grandmother. Until he came along, 
the men were just accessories, neces- 
sary parts for three feminine wills and 
bodies to use, to carry out their designs 
and their dreams. Although half this 
story is about Tony, the three women 
bulk larger and stronger and their force 
pushes through. They made him, he’s 
the end product of their planning. 

It’s a story of 
character, not char- 
acters. Richard 
Powell, who's done 
himself proud in 
his first serious 
novel, knows how 
to get at the inside 
as well as the ex- 
ternals of people. 
They come ailive, 
they live; they use 
life as much as 
they are used by it. 

First, there’s the 

great-grandmother, 

Margaret O’Don- 
Richard Powell nell, just off the 
boat from the Ould Country, and taking 
work as a maid in a Philadelphia so- 
ciety mansion, This is the most effec- 
tive episode even if one of the briefest 
—only 34 pages. Here is the traditional 
fate of maids brought in contact with 
the rich young son of the house—-but 
she wills it herself and goes off by 
herself to have her baby. 


It turns out to be a girl, Mary, who 
climbs a bottom rung by trapping a 
Latin master in a Philadelphia boys’ 
school. She has to be man for both 
of them. In fact, all through these 
pages pre-Tony, the husbands or tempo- 
rary lovers are shadowy, weak crea- 
tures, maneuvered easily by the hot 
but calculating Irish blood of Margaret 
and Mary and Mary's daughter, Kate. 
Kate finally has a son, that’s Tony. 


Then Tony, the end of all this crea- 
tion, dominated and compelled by the 
women behind him, finally makes the 
grade—in society, in business, in man- 
hood—on his own. But first he has to 
make decisions every step of the way. 
Should he marry for love or for stand- 
ing? Should he take a chance or play 
it safe? 

That's the basic question all the 
way—and somehow Tony seems to 
be able to have his cake and eat it, too. 
Basically perhaps that’s because he’s 
got the guts to make the right choices. 


Powell, an advertising agency vice 
president and the author of 10 mystery 
yarns, can and does write sincerely, 
effectively, honestly. His situations are 
not just contrived; they are real like 
his people. He faces life with some 
convictions and so do his characters. 
They stand on their own feet because 
they are genuine. This is not a great 
novel but it is a good one.

The Rev. Dr. William Fred- 
erick Arndt, ‘professor of New 
Testament at Concordia Semi- 
narv for 35 years and widely 
known theologian, died vester- 
day on a train at Cambridge, 
England. 

* Dr. Arndt, who was 
years old, had been in 
Great Britain since last May 
in connection with publication 
of a Greek-English lexicon of 
the New Testament, of which 
he was a co-editor. 


Prior to becoming a member 
of the Concordia faculty, the 
Rev. Dr. Arndt, who lived at 
7126 Northmoor drive, Univer- 
sity City, was for nine years 
professor of Latin, Greek and 
Hebrew at St. Paul's College, 
Concordia, Mo. He was gradu- 
ated from Concordia Seminary 
in 1903, and occupied pastorates 
at Bluff City, Tenn., St. Joseph, 
Mo., and Brooklyn, N.Y. 

During his long tenure at 
Concordia Seminary he was

| theran Church, Missouri Synod, 


from 1921 to 1935. He also 
was a former member of the 
synod’s Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions and Committee for Lu- 
theran Union. He was a mem- 
ber of the Church Craft Pales- 
tine Expedition in 1947. 

The Rev. Dr. Arndt, a for- 
mer managing editor of the 
Concordia Theological Monthly 
Magazine, belonged to numerous 
professional societies and was 
the author of books dealing 
with the New Testament. His 
works included the Life of St. 
Paul, published in 1944, and 
From the Nile to the Waters 
of Damascus.

NEW YORK, Feb, 26—The 
most important part of the Ed- 
ward G. Robinson art collection 
was sold vesterday for between 
$3,000 000 and $4,000,000 

Fiftv-eight paintings, predom- 
inantly impressionist and post- 
impressionist, and a bronze by 
Degas changed hands in a com- 


plicated transaction: that, for 
value and size, dwarfed any 
other art deal in recent years. 


The buyer of the collection 
was M. Knoedler & Co 

Robinson retained 13 paint- 
ings and a second bronze by 
Degas. In the recent divorce 
between the actor and his wife, 
the former actress Gladys Lloyd, 
Robinson's collection became 
common property under Cali- 
fornia law. 

Apparently there was no way 
of keeping the collection in the 
division of their community 
holdings, the assets of which 
were appraised at $3,500,000 
last August. 

“There was no way that I 
could buy the part we had to 
sell,” Robinson said. “I'd put 
everything in pictures.” 

According to report, the actor 
had to repurchase the 14 works 
of art by paving for them into 
the community pool at the going 
market prices. 

For Knoedler’s, the transac- 
tion was the biggest since 1931 
when it purchased 29 old mas- 
ters and Nineteenth Century 
paintings from the Hermitage 
collection in Leningrad. That 
purchase amounted to about 
$7,000,000. 

Robinson acquired the collec- 
tion over 25 years and more 
with his earnings in motion pic-

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Good Batting Students 

On Cardinal Faculty. 

RED HUTCHINSON be- 
F iieves that if instruction 

from experts can help a 
ballplayer to improve his bat- 
ting average, the Cardinals 
have an excellent chance of 
aiding ambitious young mem- 
bers of the squad. Stanley 
Hack, Terry Moore and Walk- 
er Cooper were excellent 
batters in their day and what's 
more important, each im- 
proved his own average by 
studying the art of. making a 
bat meet a baseball. 


“I don’t believe you can 
take a real bad batter, no 
matter how much natural tal- 
ent he may have in other 
phases of the game, and do 
him much good,” said the 
Cardinal manager. “Weve 
seen dozens, maybe hundreds 
of fine prospects on the ball 
field, young men could run 
and throw and field ground- 
ers or catch flies with skill, 
who just couldn't make it be- 
cause they couldn't learn to 
get their share of base hits. 
But there is such a thing of 
making the most of the tal- 
ent you do have, and I be- 
lieve most conscientious fel- 
lows with good eyes and re- 
flexes can improve by taking 
lips 

“Terry Moore had a stretch 


in his career, if you'll look 
at his record, when he was 
having trouble, after the 
pitchers perhaps, found what 
he didn't like to hit. But 
Terry stayed with it. He took 
extra batting practice, lis- 


tened to sound advice and he 
got so that he was a danger- 
ous batter. He learned to hit 
to right. He showed that it 
could be done and that’s why 
I rate him as an exceilent 
teacher.” 

Moore, by the way, hit a 
satisfactory .287 his first year 
up, 1935, but he went into 
a slump for a couple of years.

This disclosure, while not 
{identifying the official because 
of obvious legal aspects, 
serve to narrow a field of sus- 
picion created by a story car- 
ried by the Des Moines Regis- 
ter-Tribune last week. 

That newspaper reported that 
Minneapolis gamblers and odds 


makers had become suspicious | 


of games worked by an official, 


believing he could be using | 
his whistle in an attempt to | 
gambling point 


control the 
spread. 
Eilers’ Announcement. 


Eilers’ announcement said: 


“The Missouri Valley Confer- | 


ence has been informed that 
charges and rumors are in cir- 
culation, and that these are con- 
cerned with tampering of offi- 
cials by gambling interests. It 
is true that names of specific 
officials have been mentioned. 
It is also true that the confer- 
ence, by official action, did re- 
quest one official to withdraw 
from certain Missouri Valley 
games. This was not done in 
the manner of accusation, but 
was intended solely for the pro- 
tection of the official and the 
conference. 

“It should be emphasized that 
no proof is at hand, and also 
that the matter had been under 
investigation, and is now under 
investigation by the conference. 

“In its consideration of this 
matter, the conference is ad- 
verting to the clear possibility 
that the whole matter may be 
a vicious whispering campaign 
to impugn the reputation of 
honest men.

NEW YORK, Feb. 26 (AP). 
Cros n in business circles is showing up today in several 


ways. There are some production cutbacks, less bank bor- 

rowing, some inventory paring, price resistance to materials, 
and a weak and listless stock market. This comes under the 
heading of caution, not fright. And caution is 
usually the healthiest of signs. On former post- 
war occasions this has both staved off a run- 
away boom and made the recessions minor. 
The caution of business men is mostly over the 
short term. Expectations for a roaring advance 
in the ‘60s are still high. 

So far the cautious attitude hasn't shown up 
among consumers. Total retail trade is still at 
a record dollar high. In recent months, true, 
the total of individual savings has risen—much | | 
of it in the form of paying off old debts. Con- 
sumers haven't been buying as Many new cars 
and home appliances as the manufacturers would like. Nor are) 
they buying as many new homes as they once did. 

IN THESE CASES PRICE RESISTANCE could be a factor— 
especially as the general cost of living is rising and people have 
a little less to spend on the high priced big items. But in gen- 
eral consumer spending stays high. In business the talk of cau- 
tion is widespread, however. Some auto makers have cut back 
production. Several makers of home appliances have cut back out- | 
put to get in line with sales. Total steel production continues 
near capacity, although in recent days a furnace here or there 
has been cooled. And at the moment shipments of steel are run- 
ning a little higher than incoming orders. 

THE COPPER INDUSTRY IS DEBATING a cutback in prod- 
uct as a cure for price softness for the metal. Previous cuts 
have been largely in the more costly phases of mining—elim- 
inating overtime, for example. But now a cut in output by as 
much as 10 per cent is being discussed. Some textile mills have 
gone from a six-day to a five-day week to bring supply in better 
balance with demand. Machine tool makers are busy on a big 
backlog of érders and shipments continue to rise. But not so 
new orders. They are running far behind the record volumefof a 
year ago.

If it is for sea food, is it to be 
fish, crabs, shrimp, lobster or oysters? If it is for fowl, is 
it to be chicken or turkey? 

What about price? Is a person in a spending mood? 
Does a person crave a lobster or a steak enough to justify 
the cost? If so, has the person enough money to pay for it 
and still get home? If steak or lobster is chosen, may it not 
set an example for all the other diners at the table? May 
they not say, “Well, as long as you are going to take it, we 
will take it, too”? If one person is to pick up the check, 
that would be a major consideration. 

Maybe variety is the chief object. Which of the dishes 
offered has been eaten in the immediate past? Which of 
those offered are likely to be eaten in the immediate fu- 
ture? How do the various dishes affect an individual? Does 
any one of them cause indigestion or an allergy or the 
equivalent of food poison? Does a person care enough for 
a dish to take the risk” 

While these considerations are being weighed, the 
waiter will stand by impatiently. But at last each separate 
factor will be given its due, a choice can be made and the 
company can settle down to agreeable conversation. 

How discouraging that, when it is supposed that the 
problem of choice has been disposed of, the waiter returns 
to announce, “Sorry, but there isn't any more.”

E present today a deal 
W ener created great furor 

some years ago. It took 
place in the final round of the 
National Team-of-Four champi- 
onships. One team bid a grand 
slam and made it: the other 
team went down at the same 
seven contract. And the unsuc- 
cessful declarer went crying to 
the tournament director. Here's 
what happened:

We cannot report on exactly 
how seven spades was reached 
at either table, but the contract 
is basically a sound one. The 
heart ace goes completely to 
waste and still the missing 
queen of trump is the only 
problem. We suggest that one 
spade by North, three clubs by 
South, three spades, six spades, 
seven spades would be a simple 
and logical bidding sequence. 


At one table the East player 
made some facetious remarks 
about the bidding and the final 
contract before making his 
opening lead. The declarer, an 
old rubber bridge playmate of 
the opening leader, decided 
that the latter’s seeming relax- 
ed attitude was designed to 
cover up some spade holding 
with which he hoped to beat the 
contract. So North, after win- 
ning the opening diamond lead 
in his hand, played the spade 
ace, intending to finesse East 
for the queen. When, East show- 
ed out declarer cried havoc and 
actually protested to the ref- 
eree that he had been coffee- 
housed, double-crossed, misled, 
robbed and jobbed. 

Of course, his protest was dis-

allowed. It was simply a case of 
letting the buyer beware. Ours 
not to guess whether East had 
meant to mislead declarer by 
his remarks or whether he had 
meant anything at all. But if 
North wanted to interpret them 
and act accordingly that was his 
business and when he went 
wrong he should have lost gra- 
ciously. 

But it is for us to point out 
that in the realm of pure bridge 
—forgetting extracurricular con- 
versational escapades — North 
made a bad percentage play. At 
the other table North, after 
winning the opening lead, led. a 
low, spade toward dummy’s 
king. East showed out, the fi- 
nesse was marked and the con- 
tract was home. 


The low spade lead to the 
king is clearly correct. It takes 
care of the one extra possibility 
which actually existed. Without 
any distributional clues declar- 
er will normally play to drop 
the queen on two high leads. 
But if North plays the ace first 
from his hand, and West hap- 
pens to show out on the first 
round instead of East, this 4-0 
break can’t help declarer as 
four to the queen with East 
cannot then be picked up. But 
since four to the queen in the 
West hand can be handled—as 
it was—the king first must of- 
fer the best percentage.

An Affair of Spirits. 


Aft: days ago, in response 


to an inquiry about whether 
there is any connection be- 
tween the cotton gin and the 
gin which figures prominently 
in the make-up of a martini, I 
noted that drinking gin is an 
abbreviation of ‘Geneva spirits’ 
and was originally made im Hol- 
land. Geneva, I went on to Say, 
is a corruption of the French 
word for juniper—“genievre’— 
and, as anyone who survived 
the bathtub gin era of the 1920s 
will recall, juniper is an essen- 
tial flavoring agent of gin. 
Now comes word from Mr. 
T. F. Warffemius from the ad- 
mirably appropriate town of 
Brandywine, Md., to this effect: 
“Probably you would like to 
know that the Dutch name for 
the gin flavared with the 
juniper berry is “Genever” pro- 
nounced jeh-NAY-ver.” Thus 
he supplies the link between 
the original French word for 
juniper and the name which the 
British—by a process known to 
language students as folk ety- 
mology — converted first to 
“Geneva” and then to “gin.” 


Shortly on the heels of this 
intelligence I noticed in a store 
window a remarkable bottle- 
shaped earthenware jug bear- 
ing the legend “Bolg Holland 
Genever Gin” and the further 
information that “our firm was 
founded in 1575 and has been 
advantageously known all over 
the world since.” The Oxford 
Dictionary notes that the word 
“Geneva” or “Holland's Geneva” 
was first recorded in England 
in 1706, indicating that it took 
somewhat longer than a cen- 
tury fom the product to become 
“advantageously known” across 
the channel in England. How- 
ever, the first use of “gin” 1s 
listed for 1714—indicating that 
once the British discovered the 
liquor, they lost no time in 
making it their own by giving 
it the distinctive name it has 
borne to this day.

HERE is a general feeling 
in the American Associa- 

tion for the United Nations,

Six years, it 
seems to me, is too long for 
anyone to foretell financial con- 
ditions. 

It would be a good thing if 
this strike were settled soon, 
for the whole of New York 
would suffer if maritime traf- 
fic were routed to other ports.

I WOULD LIKE to remind 
my readers that the 1957 Red 
Cross campaign will take place 
during March. The goal this 
year will be $95,000,000. 

Last year 200 disaster opera- 
tions were conducted by the 
Red Cross. And abroad, the 
Hungarian crisis called for im- 
mediate spending of millions 
for food, clothing and medicine, 
both inside of Hungary and for 
refugees in Austria. There also 
was need for heiping thesé ref- 
ugees in the United States. 

All of the other traditional 
Red Cross activities must be 
maintained. There are 37,000 
chapters in the United States, 
but it will be difficult for them 
to raise this large budget and 
to carry on all of their services.
